Now, all of the foregoing is good 
enough for those men who are incompetent. But the

The fee for examining such 
banks has been grievously insufficient, examiners having 
repeatedly lost money on them. In these cases the per-

But the system of remuneration is utterly wrong in 
theory, inadequate and vicious in practice. Ina Govern- 
ment so liberal in expenditure along other lines of far less 
importance it is a queer illustration of how picayune and 
obstinate such a body of men as form the Monetary Com- 
mission can be 

The Comptroller says that ‘‘in the main, the system has 
worked well.”” The marvel is that it has been satisfactory 
in any degree 

It will surprise many to learn that an examiner can 
become disliked on account of his thorough methods as 
well as for personal reasons. Some of them are even 
blamed for doing what the banks should be glad to have 
them do. The records are sometimes kept in such a 
manner that it is difficult to understand them 

Some officials are absurdly quick to take offense, as 
was the cashier of a bank which held more than a hundred 
thousand dollars in bonds for investment. He started to 
take them out and show them to the examiner, one lot at 
a time, putting each bundle back as it was counted. The 
examiner very tactfully demurred at this manner of 
counting them, for he could have been ‘‘ flimflammed” a 
dozen times over during the process. When he insisted 
upon all of them being placed before him at once the 
cashier grew very angry and wrote to the Comptroller 
that he had been insulted. Nowadays, examiners tak« 
pleasure in saying that complaints upon such grounds will 
receive scant consideration from the present administra- 
tion in the Treasury Department.

HOSE critics who fear for the future of ‘things of the 

mind” in this country because the colleges are going 
crazy over athletics know not of what they speak.

Tagging the Right Beggar 


Fg eer sociological problem has arisen in Boston 
In the last hours of its last session the Massachusetts 
Legislature hurriedly passed an act which authorizes the 
soliciting of alms in public streets by duly-licensed 
persons. The question arises: whom shall the police 
commissioner license to beg under this law? 

Some sociologists insist that first-hand, or original- 
package, beggars must not be licensed — meaning poverty- 
stricken, destitute persons who are themselves in need 
of the alms. The begging, they argue, should be done 
only in accordance with the maxims of scientific charity, 
by representatives of responsible charitable organization 

who must, of course, receive wages for doing it 

The evils of indiscriminate begging and giving have 
often been pointed out. On the other hand, the chief aim 
of scientific charity is to help the beneficiary to help him- 
self, and on that ground why shouldn't he help himself 





right at the start by doing his own begging? 

But there is another ground When anybody 
licensed to beg on city streets, the real beggar is the 
city itself. The device on the official badge ought to be

direct from the breeder. This does away 
with the problem of incubation at the 
start--the one great rock on which so 
many an attempt has broken 

We made our start with two hundred 
baby chicks purchased a few weeks apart, 
and raised in two brooders of a standard 
make. Of these we raised one hundred 
and fifty-six, seventy-two being pullets; 
and all the ground we had was a plot fifty 
by sixty feet in the rear of our restr 
home 

When the fall set in we erected a fourteen- 
foot-square portable laying house on this 
same plot The male chickens were 
disposed of, except those which we desired 
to retain as breeders, and these were 
housed over the winter ina three-by-six- 
foot colony house. Our laying house was 
a little crowded, but the pullets began 
laying at five months of age, and, by the 
time the flock averaged six months, prac- 
tically all had commenced to lay. 

We selected the Single Comb White 
Leghorn This breed is accorded the 
palm when the number and quality of eggs 
are considered. Moreover, the Leghorn 
will stand confinement, eats less than a 
heavier breed such as the Plymouth Rock 
or Wyandotte, lays at a much earlier age, 
and is not prone to stop laying by fatten- 
ing and growing lazy 

The seventy-two pullets laid us an 
average of better than forty per cent 
during the fall and winter months, and so 
pleased were we with their performance, 
and the readiness with which the eggs sold 
direct from the place, that we skirmished 
the neighborhood, far and near, and 
visited many an agent in our search for 
some old farmhouse with an acre or two of 
ground 

It was not until one cold February 
day that we happened on a _ deserted- 
looking farmhouse, which we aren, 
investigated The neighborhood OVS had 
left their usual imprint on all the visible 
window-glass, and we thus gained access 
It was a delightful old farm- 
house of the style of fifty years back, and 
we soon contracted for its lease for a 
period of two years. There was plenty of 
shade on the premises and we felt over- 
joyed at our acquisition. The place was 
worth over twenty-five thousand dollars, 
but the rent was four hundred and twenty 
dollars. no more than our little modern 
house was costing us. So we traded a few 
of our city conveniences for the chicken 
ossibilities of the new place, and felt we 
iad made a real start

When we moved to the new place the 
chickens had already repaid us the money 
had invested in them; and they were 
laying heavily- about a seventy per cent 
gg yield. We then and there decided that 
e would invest no additional capital, 
but would allow the business to pay its 
own way, and enlarge &t only as it could 
itself meet the expense. Thus, we figured, 
we could never lose more than our effort, 
should the worst come to pass; and we 
believe that this check upon our enthusi- 
sm has kept our enterprise from the 
dangers of a too quick om rgement, with 
the attendant possibilities of overreach- 
ing our capital. And so our little side 
line has crept up until its earnings exceed 
those of our regular vocation 
Too much emphasis cannot be laid upon 
these all-essential points, to wit: a proper 


location with a view to your market; a

small start, with attention to every detail; 
and a natural growth—that which the 
business itself will support. In fact, the 
determination to make the business pay 
from the start and to force it to earn 
its own expansion is of inestimable value 
in stopping small leaks in expenditures, 
and in securing generally an_ efficient 
management of the business as a whole 
This experience fits the owner to manage 
the larger plant, which, on the above 
principle, automatically grows in direct 
ratio with the earning capacity of the 
smaller enterprise. In other words, the 
better a man can make a small plant pay, 
the better is he qualified to handle a 
larger one successfully. 


No Business for the Ignorant 


We have referred to the fact that it is 
now recognized that the poultry business 
must be learned from the ground up. We 
are not exaggerating the case when we say 
that a successful poultry farm requires a 
degree of executive ability combined with 
a judgment of business conditions not 
frequently found in those who have in the 
past attempted the industry. It is rare 
that a young man, just starting to earn 
his living, takes up poultry and is willing 
to serve a sufficient time to qualify him- 
self to run a plant. For, though he may 
learn the poultry end of it in three or four 
years, he has not reached a sufficiently 
mature age to qualify him to handle the 
business end with judgment. And since 
but few successful poultry farms can 
afford to pay him al more than a farm- 
hand’s wages for his work about the 
poultry, there is, at present, little prospect 
of young men of sufficient ability selecting 
oultry as their sphere of endeavor. This 
es been the main reason why commercial 
poultry raising has progressed so slowly as 
an independent industry 

In these conditions lie an exceptional 
opportunity for those who have a leaning 
toward rural pursuits, and who have the 
energy to adopt a side line and to push it 
with the business experience they have 
acquired in other fields. By making it 
yay for its own expansion, a man is treat- 
ing himself exactly as he should his son, 
arguing that he is not capable of handling 
a large plant until he can make a small one 
pay 

This method of starting and enlarging 
the business is vastly different from the 
chicken enterprises whose failures have so 
largely contributed to the poultry litera- 
ture of the last decade. It will be noted 
that we emphasize the business end of the 
undertaking, for it is here that the entire 
agricultural fraternity is lamentably weak. 
The tendency of modern business is to 
cut out the superfluous middlemen and to 
get as direct communication as possible 
with the consumer. All of our eggs are 
sold to a private trade in the city of Brook- 
lyn at from forty to sixty cents a dozen, 
depending on the time of year. When a 
flock averages one hundred and sixty-two 
eggs a year, it does not require a great deal 


of figuring to ascertain that a profit of four 


dollars and seventeen cents can be cleared 
on a hen, after an expense of one dollar and 
seventy-nine cents for feed and labor, and 
four cents a dozen for delivering, has been 
deducted. This was the result of our 
second year’s work 
We had increased the egg yield from an 
average of one hundred and forty-four the 
first year to one hundred and sixty-two the 
second by the use of trap-nests. These 
useful appliances are so devised that the 
hen can enter at will, but cannot leave 
the nest until released by the attendant. 
An aluminum band on her leg, bearing her 
number, serves to identify her; and an 
exact record of the number of eggs she 
lays is kept When hens are being 
selected for the breeding season these 
records are invaluable, as by their aid the 
heavy layers can be ascertained and their 
eggs used to obtain the new pullets. ‘‘ Like 
breeds like” applies in the poultry world 
In this way the laying qualities of a strain 
can be improved from year to year, pro- 
vided care is taken to breed only such birds 
as are in excellent physical condition

There is many a man who simply allows 


the use of his name on the board of di- 
rectors of a bank without realizing the 
responsibilities he assumes. It is also 
quite true that if many of the questions 
propounded by the Comptroller are to 
constitute precedents upon which the 
fitness of a director depends there will 


be many a resignation from such offices 
and much trouble in getting men who have 
the knowledge, time or the inclination 
ior it 

However that may be, directors will 


hereafter be unable to plead ignorance in 
matters which the Comptroller has crit- 
icised. For the (¢ ‘omptroller will demand 
that his letter of criticism be spread upon 





the minutes of the bank, and that the 
answer to his letter be signed by the 
directors themselves 
Senator Owen's Views
